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ABOUT THE FRONT COVER 


In the Town of Newbury stands a small church built 
in 1821, known as the Center Meeting House. Its exterior 
bears conclusive evidence the master-builder was familiar 
with the work of Mr. Bulfinch. 


Fanshaped caps like blinds above the windows and a 
belfry crowned by a dish-cover dome seem to establish the 
fact that the source of their designs was Charles Bulfinch. 


Above the wooden ball on the dome rises one of the 
most artistic weathervanes of wrought iron to be seen 
throughout the countryside, doubtless the production of a 
local ‘blacksmith. 


As the visitor enters the vestibule, the delicate tint of 
the green painted walls reminds one of the colonial custom 
that decorated interiors with this tint of apple green. Look- 
ing through the doorway, the arrangement of the slip pews 
is at first bewildering for they face the vestibule. Here 
is one of the first two interiors in the state which are now 
so seated, (the other is at Wolfeboro) although in East 
Derry is a semi-example of this century old custom. 


The pulpit immediately absorbs the attention. It stands 
between the doors with a staircase ascending on either 
side to its platform. 


A number of years ago the trend of modernization 
influenced the villagers of Newbury to desire to remodel 
this interior to conform to update custom. Fortunately at 
. that time the then Secretary of State in President McKin- 
ley’s cabinet, Mr. John Hay of international fame and rec- 
ognition were summer residents of Newbury. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hay through their generous financial assistance, the restora- 
tion was carefully completed without despoiling the original 
plans. Because of this praiseworthy appreciation of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hay the value of this unique little House of God 
was impressed upon the entire community. 

May Father Time be kind to this sacred edifice. Long 
may the little Church in Newbury remain unchanged. Here 
is a museum piece of the 1820 decade.

Gentlemen: 


The purpose of this letter is to report the progress of our 
work on the above referenced project and to summarize our 
findings. We have completed our investigations on the basis 
of our verbal discussions relative to the scope of this project. 
The formal engineering agreement has now been completed 
and has verbal approval of representatives of the N. H. 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission. It is be- 
ing delivered for your approval and signature and it is our 
understanding that it will then be formally accepted by the 
State. 
Our preliminary work has been completed and we are now 
ready to assemble our findings into a final letter report for 
delivery to the state, with appropriate drawings, for their 
review, comments and approval. 
A summary of this investigation is as follows: 
1. Field work associated with Coleman’s Point and the 
Perry Section—Completed. 
2. Preliminary layout for sewering the Perry Section— 
Completed. 
3. Preliminary layout for connecting Coleman’s Point 
to the Proposed Croft Beach System—Completed. 
4. Revision of the Croft Beach Plans and Specifications 
to bring them up to date—In process. 
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5. Design and preparation of construction drawings and 
specifications for auxiliary power to supply the Blod- 
gett Landing and Croft Beach Pumping Stations— 
In process. 


6. Investigation of improvements needed to winterize 
the Blodgett Landing sewage disposal system—Com- 
pleted. 


7. Budget Cost estimates for the proposed work—Com- 
pleted. 

8. Conferences with representatives of the N. H. Water 
Supply and Pollution Control Commission—Contin- 
uing. 


Our findings are as follows: 


1. The so called “Perry Section” can be sewered to join 
the existing Blodgett Landing Sewerage System by 
gravity. Its estimated budget cost is $46,000. 


2. The updated Croft Beach Sewerage Project, exclu- 
sive of the Coleman Point service line but including 
the standby generators for both pumping stations, 
has an estimated budget cost of $91,000. This pro- 
vides a generating unit at each pumping station be- 
cause the construction cost is less than utilizing one 
standby power source for both stations. 


3. The estimated budget cost for connecting Coleman 
Point to the Croft Beach system is $2,500. This in- 
cludes the necessary service line, sewage ejector (lift- 
station) and force main. 


4. Winterization of the Blodgett Landing sewage dis- 
posal system is not considered to be economically 
feasible at this time because winter flows are not of 
sufficient quantity to properly operate the pumping 
station, force main and treatment facilities. In addi- 
tion, the existing force main was installed at a shal- 
low depth in an effort to keep the initial construc- 
tion cost down. This factor, accompanied by low 
winter season flows, would result in freezing prob- 
lems with the force main and treatment facilities. 
Corrective procedures would require provision for 
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sufficient cover over the force main by filling over or 
lowering of the pipe, increasing wintertime sewage 
flows, or heating of the dosing tank. 


Work on completing the revised updated plans and specifi- 
cations, for the Croft Beach project, including standby 
power plants is now in progress. Upon completion, these 
plans and specifications will be submitted to the N. H. Water 
Supply and Pollution Control Commissioin for their review, 
comments and final approval.

As your health officer, I was fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mr. Merle Rich to assist in making sewage dis- 
posal system inspections of shore properties along Lake 
Sunapee, Chalk Pond, and Todd Lake. As a result, we were 
able to make inspections at a faster rate than appeared pos- 
sible when the article was voted in the affirmative at the 
March 1968 Town Meeting. 


A total of 294 cottages in the Lake Sunapee area were 
inspected for sewage disposal systems and with the excep- 
tion of seven, all were found to be in good working order. 
Four of the seven were found to be surface water from ex- 
cessive rain-fall last spring. Three were found to have de- 
fective installations and have since been corrected. Com- 
mercial properties were inspected as one unit even though 
several cottages and/or cabins were involved having a com- 
mon sewage system for all. 


There were inspections of 16 homes for sewage disposal 
systems at Chalk Pond. These were all found to be in good 
order, having been approved for construction by the N. H. 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission and also 
approved for operation by your health officer as one of 
their agents. | 


Todd Lake inspections of sewage disposal systems con- 
sisted of 50 cottages and/or homes, all found to be in good 
working order. 


The co-operation of cottage owners was much appre- 
ciated. In a good many cases, an owner was not at his 
cottage or it was rented or loaned to friends and/or relatives 
for their use, in which case, we could only guess as to where 
septic tanks and dry wells or leach fields were located. 

All new installations for sewage systems have to be 


nev iter for approval of operation by the health officer 
before the system is covered over and a report sent to the

N. H. Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission. This 
applies to all new installations within 1,000 feet of any 
brook, stream, river, pond, or lake in N. H. 


There have been several misunderstandings regarding 
just how to go about applying for an approval of construc- 
tion of a sewage system and that an approval of operation 
is also required. It would be safe to say that all plumbers, 
land use planners, and earth moving equipment operators 
in the area are familiar with the new law. 


I shall be glad to answer, if possible, any questions you 
may have.

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REPORT OF THE 
LAKE SUNAPEE PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION 


Because of the splendid success of the program for in- 
specting lake-side cottage sewage systems last year, we ask 
that the program ‘be continued for 1969. 


In 1969 several things could be accomplished. First, 
where problems were found to exist last year, an inspection 
could be made to determine the extent to which corrective 
action has been taken. Second, doubtful areas could be in- 
spected. A cottage on the east side of Great Island was 
reported in August to have a smelly sewage system. Wheth- 
er this undesirable flow is coming from the new develop-+ 
ment on Chalk Pond or elsewhere remains to be determined. 
Also, the stream flowing in near the State Beach should be 
investigated. Perhaps there are others that I do not know 
about. Third, tributaries flowing into the lake could be in- 
spected as possible sources of pollution. When Dr. Bent 
tested the lake near this cottage, he found he waters pol- 
luted. The inlet from Chalk Pond, for example, was found 
to be seriously polluted with a coliform count of 70. 


Much work needs to be done particularly in areas drain- 
ing into the lake and so we hope that you will find it possible 
to support the program with an amount of funds similar to 
last year. 

The 1968 program was mosi gratifying. Your support 
signifies to us the great pride that you and the other resi- 
dents have in the community and we admire your farsight- 
edness in seeing to it that the community maintains its 
beauty and value. We especially appreciate it because we 
ge here that tax funds are scarce and represent a real 
sacrifice.

DIRECTOR THEODORE NATTI REPORT 


Fire Season 

With the exception of the opening six weeks we have 
had a good year with a total of 568 fires reported and 346 
acres of woods burned. This has been a year for grass fires 
from early spring to December 13th amounting to over 80% 
of the known fires. The record indicates the need of more 
‘vigorous fire prevention effort especially in the highly haz- 
ardous spring period.

From lookout reports and news accounts, we realize 
that many fires are not reported (over 230). Most of these 
are grass fires. These non-reported fires occurred in and 
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around the large population centers with escaped debris 
burning and children caused fires leading. Investigations 
reveal an increase in incendiarism, a trend which is alarm- 
ing. Thanks to your efforts the loss was kept low. 


Prevention | 

Most wardens have expressed a liking for the regula- 
tion restricting permits during the day. This ‘is especially 
helpful in the towns where there is little help available 
during the day. An enforcement of this in the early spring 
would have prevented most of the escaped debris burning 
fires. 
Review of Progress 

In previous letters we have covered the use of juveniles 
on fires, new air pollution regulations, electricity for Rock 
Rimmon, new uniforms for district chiefs, awards for long 
service, the projected raise in State reimbursement rates for 
fire fighting, flying wardens over towns and the Plymouth 
equipment demonstration. Since the last letter we held an- 
other field equipment demonstration in Brentwood. 
North Country Equipment 

The north country special appropriation for equipment 
added $4,000 with new Mark III pumps and a quantity of 
144” linen hose and hose bags to Districts 7 & 8. A 1% ton 
rack truck with a 100 man complement of fire fighting tools 
and equipment will be located at the Berlin depot for fire 
emergencies in Coos and northern Carroll counties. 
Concord Warehouse 

The Concord Warehouse has been rearranged for better 
layout with storage of Fire Service equipment and supplies 
concentrated in the front end of the building thus making it 
handy for issuing town tools and fire equipment. The rear 
end of the building contains the maintenance shop and stor- 
age for Graphic Arts. The storage garage at Bear Brook is 
now completely refinished with weather-tight siding and a 
full cement floor. 
Surplus Equipment 


We continue to avail ourselves of usable items from 
Federal government excess property. All districts now have 
a jeep, some with trailers. A loader backhoe and small 
dump truck have been very useful in maintenance of access 
roads. The towns have benefitted too, with a fire truck, a 
truck tractor, 200 gallon tanker trailer, two 1,200 gallon 
tankers, a 6x6 truck chassis for a tank, and a 1% ton rack 
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truck for the same. We have been able to pick up some re- 
placement truck tires. We have examined and rejected 
numerous other items as too expensive to repair. 
Unincorporated Places 

The timber tax from incorporated towns is being used 
to improve access for patrol and suppression in logged out 
areas and to cover costs of a new bridge over the Diamond 
River in cooperation with Dartmouth College and Brown 
Company. 

Leokouts : 

The lookout service is being maintained with the build- 
ing of new tower cabs on Magalloway and Sugar Loaf, new 
wood sheds at Green and Crotched and much needed repairs 
at Cannon. Safety features have been checked and reme- 
died at all stations. The electrification at Rock Rimmon is 
being completed. All fire caches about the state now have 
serviceable pumps and hose. 

Car Plates 

The Special Deputies have been issued new car plates. 
Plans for interesting and instructive training programs for 
Special Deputies are in the works. 

Radio Network 

The Division implemented the FM network which had 
been in preparation for some time. At the present there 
are only 12 sets on the network with the North Country 
unable to participate because of lack of a repeater station 
on Mount Washington. An item to correct this deficiency 
has been included in the 1970-71 budget. 

An effort to improve radio maintenance is being made ‘by in- 
clusion in the State Police Radio Communication budget, 
two new positions of radio technician, one of which would 
service the North Country. If this is not successful then 
some other approach will be required, possibly contracting 
with a private radio repair agency. All State departments 
are affected by the lack of adequate maintenance in the 
North Country. 

Revision of Maximum Rates for Reimbursement to Towns 


The new rate schedule which has been adopted by the 
Division will require increased funding. The present rates 
which are ridiculously low certainly do not cover the State’s 
responsibility in assuming a fair share of forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression bills. Your support will be needed to 
put these new rates into effect. 
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District Forest Advisory Boards 

By statute District Forest Advisory Boards may ‘be ap- 
pointed to assist and advise the Director in all forestry mat- 
ters. Such Boards are now being reactivited and it is hoped 
to have a meeting of each early in the coming year. Boards 
have been established in each county with a maximum of 
seven members. These Boards will certainly have an in- 
terest in forest fire matters as well as all forest conservation 
activities, and it is hoped that they will play a vital role in 
the future development of all forestry throughout the State. 


Warden’s Manual 

Funds are being requested in the 1970-71 budget for up- 
dating the Forest Fire Warden’s Manual. The latest revision 
was in 1942 and many of the items are outdated. It is hoped 
to set up the new Manual on a loose-leaf basis to enable con- 
tinuing revision and updating. 


Name of Division 

The present name, Division of Resources Development, 
does not clearly establish in the public image, the forestry 
function. New Hampshire’s forests are a large asset to the 
State and its citizens, and every effort must be made to 
clearly identify the Division and its forestry activities. Your 
support in the changing of the division name to Division of 
Forest Resources is strongly urged. 

1970-71 Forest Fire Budget 

In these years of rising costs, just maintaining the Fire 
Service at its present level will cost more money. Many 
years of austere budgets have finally caught up with much 
deteriorating and obsolete equipment and supplies. Fire 
hose and pumps have deteriorated faster than replacement. 
Vehicles have been held in service beyond normal periods. 
If we are to render expected aid to the towns an increase 
in budget is essential. 

New Hampshire’s fire record has been outstanding 
through a combination of diligent prevention efforts by the 
State, efficient and dedicated suppression duties by the 
towns, and reasonable weather conditions. We all know 
that when the right combination of factors arise, we will 
need all the men and equipment to cope with the situation. 
The State cannot afford to relax its preparedness.

In 1968 your town appropriated funds for continuing 
control of the White Pine Blister Rust in cooperation with 
the Division of Resources Development. Final returns to 
the Division showed that 142 towns and cities did likewise. 
Conforming to our yearly custom, there has been prepared, 
and is attached herewith, a statement briefly summarizing 
accomplishments, and expenditures of town, state and fed- 
eral funds. 

In our financial statement, the amount reported as “Co- 
operative Aid” covers not only expenditures for actual ribes 
eradication, but also state and federal funds in the amount 
of $51,355, spent in 1. detailed mapping and inspection of 
areas prior to actual work, 2. research work that has re- 
duced the size of the control area, 3. research in control 
methods to reduce costs of control work. The mapping 
survey provides a permanent record which is of great value 
in planning future examinations and workings of white 
pine stands in your community. 

Because details of control work can vary in communi- 
ties, it is not possible to cover all in a brief statement. How- 
ever, the supervisor of the control project in your town will, 
in the course of his planned public relations work, contact 
you and members of your Board to discuss the present status 
of the project and his future plans as it pertains to your 
community.

The Town meeting was opened by the moderator, Ran- 
dolph H. Milligan at 9:08 A.M. The warrant was read and 
polls opened for voting on Article 1 until 6 P. M. 

At 10:00 A. M. the meeting was called to order. 

Mr. Walter Roberts, chairman of Board of Selectmen 
offered motion that there 'be a discussion on all Articles or 
subjects before voting. 

Seconded and so voted. 

Article 2. Budget read. 

The moderator called attention to the old Warrant of 1779, 
the frontispiece of Annual Town Report. 

Mr. Pomeroy asked for explanation of the Civil Defense and 
Parsonage Fund. Mr. Roberts explained regarding the Civil 
Defense and Mr. Rich stated the parsonage Fund listed on 
page 27 of report had been on books for years and had been 
carried as such for years. 

Mr. Perry moved that we hold the closing of budget until 
later on.

Mr. Roberts seconded Mr. Folsom’s request. So voted. 
Motion — that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$14,000., not to exceed same, to purchase a new Mack Dump 
truck. To be paid for outright. 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 11. This article was moved over since it had no 
bearing now on Article 10. 


Seconded and so voted. 


Article 12. Action on discontinuing sections of High- 
way 103. 


Mr. Rich asked Mr. Folsom amend article to accept such 
parts that are needed or necessary for admittance to land 
owners back of old 103, approximately 500 feet, and that 
part not used by Town to revert to abutting owners. 

Mr. Roberts had letter from State read by Moderator. 
Seconded and so voted. 
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_ Article 13. Article accepted. Sum of $300. for mem- 
bership in Area Public Health Nursing Service. 


Article 14. A motion to accept. ($1,200. for 2 radios for 
Police Dept. Motorola portable.) | 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 15. A motion to accept. ($1,200. for 2 radios for 
Highway Dept. Motorola portable.) 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 16. Extending of Blodgett Landing Sewer Sys- 
tem. 


Mr. Webb Rogers made a motion that the Selectmen take 
necessary action to extend the Blodgett Landing Sewer 
System as requested in petition. 


At this point NBC news commentator Chet Huntley entered 
the meeting and things were at a standstill for a short time. 
Your clerk, quite excited, did the best she could under the 
circumstances. 

Mr. Perry then addressed the moderator and stated the fol- 
lowing as close as could be followed: In regards to Article 
16 & 16A as printed in the Warrant, I believe we should have 
some answers to some questions before any action is taken. 
In Town meeting held on Tuesday March 14, 1961, Articles 
11, 12 & 13 as shown on the Warrant, cover the Croft Beach 
Area Sewerage project. All three Articles were voted on 
and legally passed and so recorded. Anderson-Nichols of 
Concord, N. H. was hired to draw up plans and specifica- 
tions. This was done in the fall of 1961. Plans and specifi- 
tions were o.k.d, by the State of N. H. Water Pollution Com- 
mission and the Federal Government. A Federal Grant 
was OK.d, and set aside. Putting out Bond Bids was the next 
move in 1962. The project was to be started in the fall of 
1962 and be ready for use in spring of 1963. In the summer 
of 1962, a group of property owners on Croft Beach asked 
for a hearing and the Selectmen held same. The people 
stated at the hearing that there was no need of sewerage 
and therefore did not want it. The Selectmen decided to 
drop the project. No vote of the Town was taken to that 
effect. 
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The coliform count at 10 is about the same now as it was in 
1961 when the property owners stated they didn’t need or 
want the sewerage system put in. 

What has changed their minds on the subject? 

By dropping the project the Federal Grant was lost. The 
engineers fee had to be paid and the State Aid was also for- 
feited. 


As of this date, plans and specifications will have to be 
checked and changed to present requirements. The cost will 
be considerably more than the cost would have been in 
1962. 


Mr. Perry— 

No figures of cost have been given to the Town as their 
share, or the property owners theirs. The tax payers should 
realize that this is only the beginning as far as paying for 
the sewer project. It could, and no doubt will, run into 
thousands of dollars $100,000.00 over the next 20 or 30 years. 
As of this date, Anderson Nichols has been contacted and 
states that the idea of the Federal Grant was to see about 
winterizing the present system in Blodgett Landing and re- 
check the plans and specifications on the Croft Beach Area. 
All that the Water Supply and the Pollution Commission 
has had is a telephone call. I would say that they would 
want more to go on than a call over the telephone, after 
the actions taken by the Town of Newbury and the same 
group of property owners back in 1962, when at the before 
mentioned hearing turned the project down after every- 
thing was all set to do the job. 

Mr. Webb Rogers made the motion that the Selectmen take 
the proper steps to extend the Blodgett Landing Sewer 
Systsm. . 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 16A. Mr. Webb Rogers made the motion that 
the Article be accepted and Selectmen 
take necessary steps to file in behalf of 
the Town of Newbury and the amount of 
$5,000. be made by U. S. to Town to aid in 
defraying cost of report, plan, etc. as 
stated in Article. 

Seconded and so voted. 


Article 17. Department Equipment Trust Fund passed 
over. 
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Article 18. A motion to accept this Article as read. 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 19. Installation of water & toilet facilities in 
Veterans Hall. 


Mr. Perry made motion that it include Town Hall. 

Mr. Roberts asked what about Selectmens’ Office? 

After some discussion the following motion was made. 
To raise and appropriate the sum not to exceed $500. for a 
study and survey of water and toilet facilities in the Vet- 
erans Hall, Town Hall and Selectmens’ Office and to report 
same to this meeting 1 year from date. 

Seconded and so voted. 


Article 20. Reappraisal of all properties in Town of 
Newbury by State Tax Commission. 
Standing vote - motion to pass over this Article 
Yes 32 — No 22 


Article 21. Fire boat 
Mr. Rich stated this Article was put in for protection of pro- 
perties which cannot be reached by fire truck. 
Mr. Webb Rogers made the motion that article be accepted 
as read. 
Mr. Wayne LaPorte discussed types of boat and protection 
of Great Island. 
Mr. Webb Rogers amended his motion to read, to raise and 
-appropriate the sum of $500. to be spent in an effort for 
some fire protection to Great Island. 
Seconded and so voted. 


Article 22. Motion by Webb Rogers & seconded to ac- 
cept as read. 


Article 23. Other business. 
Mr. Perry by motion or request that a committee of three 
persons, appointed by the moderator, to investigate and 
recommend costs etc. on a full time Chief of Police, for the 
Town of Newbury. This information with figures to be 
submitted to meeting in 1969.

Street lighting from $3,800 to $3,850. Remainder ac-

Mr. Larson stated that the Tax Commission asked that a 
reappraisal based on 100% be done and this we have done 
to the best of our ability, a conservative 100%. Think taxes 
should be about the same. 

In many instances shorage has not been reported correctly 
and this will be straightened out. 
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It was then asked if all shore frontage was placed at the 
same value. 

The answer was no. 

Frontage in A-1 condition was to be assessed at $125.00 a ft., 
but there were very few if any. Average footage was placed 
at $80.00 a ft. 

Mr. Appleyard asked regarding people who do not have 
water frontage, but have the right-of-way to water to dock 
boats, etc. Mentioned Pine Cliff. 

Mr. Rich said that lots at Pine Cliff all persons who own a 
certain lot have 1/7th interest to front lot and all pay that 
portion on lot, and that there was no difference between 
summer residence and year round. 

Mr. Heller asked if any property had been assessed at $125.00 
a ft. and the answer was no. 


Ques. Have any steps been taken to provide for orderly 
growth, both lakeside and other town property? 
Zoning of some sort has proved more and more im- 
portant in many areas and it would seem wise to 
think about it early rather than too late.

The Moderator stated that the Town does have a Planning 

Board and that 2 Public Hearings have been held. Mr. Lar- 

son stated that there was very much opposition to the plans 

submitted, but that before too long another meeting is 
scheduled with new plans, which they are sure will be more 
satisfactory to all residents.

Is there any way in which taxpayers could be in- 
formed of Town Meeting action shortly thereafter, 
together with some estimate of the effect of appro- 
priations on the tax rate, without waiting until the 
Town Report nearly a year later?

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Mr. Rich explained as to all the facts and information which 
must be gathered in order to arrive at the tax rate, also 
that there is a budget committee which goes over the bud- 
get which is set up. 


Mr. Larson explained this committee, and that appropria- 
tions for the ensuing year are shown in Town report and 
that very few changes are made. 


It was mentioned that summer residents are not notified 
of meeting. 


The moderator explained that this was the 15th year for a 
Courtesy Town meeting and this is also stated in Town Re- 
port besides newspaper and notice posted in Town. 

Mr. Huber mentioned that anyone interested in the local 
affairs could have the newspaper mailed to their home at a 
very low rate. 

The bad curve on Bay Point was again brought up and Mr. 
Rich stated that this had been discussed in the 1967 meeting 
and that they hoped to have the situation straightened out.
